DANVILLE, Ind., Oct 2.—Arguments 


In the Hinshaw murder case were con- 
cluded at noon and tbe case went to 
the jury shortly after.

The jury returned a verdict of guilty 


of murder in the second decree, and 
that Hinshaw be imprisoned for life, 
at 4:30 this afternoon, after being out 
two hours.

The' verdict is in accordance with 


public opinion. 


The Hinshaw homicide was the most 


sensational in the criminal history of 
the state. Rev. William E. Hinshaw, 
pastor of 
the 
leading Methodist 


church 
at 
Belleville, 
and con- 


nected with 'the wealthiest fam- 
ily in tbe county, and was accused 
of murdering his wife in order to fur- 
ther his liasion with Allie Ferres, the 
wealthiest and prettiest girl in the 
vicinity. His accuser was Decetive H. 
C. Webster, of 
Indianapolis, 
who 


worked for the W.OOO reward offered 
for the detection of the-slayer of Mr*. 
Hinshaw. 
The case was shrouded in mysjtery at 


first, and everyone believed Hinshaw's 
statement that robbers killed his wife 
and wounded him in the early morning 
hours of January 10 last Detective 
Webster 
narrowly escaped 
being 


lynched when he caused Hinshaw's ar- 
rest, bat subsequent 
developments 


aroused interest in the detective's 
claims, and at the close of the trial 
two-thirds of the people believed the 
minister guilty.

HISTORICAL. 


The 41st Illinois Infantry was organ< 


ized at Decatur, Ul., at the fair grounds, 
in July and August, 1961. lease C. Pugh 
was commissioned colonel; Ansel Tup 
per, lieutenant-colonel, and John Warner 
of Clinton, III., major. There was dur- 
ing the war, 1,212 men on its muster 
rolls. The venous companies were re 
cruited from Central Illinois, and were 
located as follows: Company A^and E 
fromMacon

"° 


county; Co.-,_ 
Co. D, Coles county; Co.'e G and I from 
Christian county, and Co. H from Shelby 
county. 
The regiment was mustered 


into the United States service Aug. 5th, 
1861, and on Aug. 8th*, took its departure 
for St. Louis, Mo. 


We went into camp at the U. 8. arse- 


nal and did guard duty until August 29, 
when we boarded the steamer G. W. 
Graham and were transported to Bird's 
Point, Mo., opposite Cairo, III., where we 
were under the command of Gen. Ben. 
Prentice September 8th, and tooic pos- 
session of Piducah, Kyu.under the im- 
mediate command of U. 8. Grant, being 
among the first troops to inroad the 
state ot Kentucky.whtch woe trying with 
but little success to plead neutrality. 
Here we assisted in fortifying the piece. 


February 5th, 1802, we Went on board 


the steamer "Minnebaha," and with the 
army under General Grant went to Fort 
Henry. Landing on the right bank of 
the river, we witnessed the gunboats' 
attack on the fort and assisted in the 
capture of ;Port Hellman. The. Rebel 
Gen. Tillman surrendered Fort Henry 
to Commodore Foote, and we crossed 
tbe river and on February llth took up 
our march for Fort Donelson. where we 
were assigned to Gen. McArthur's bri- 
gade, and with the 9th and 12th Illinois 
regiments we were sent to the right 
wing and were engaged in the fights'of 
the 13th, 14th and 15th, being the first 
regiment to open the battle. 


In our tint heavy battle we lost al- 


most 200 killed and wounded, and suf 
fered intensely for food, lying in the 
snow and rain without tents or shelter. 
After the surrender we returned to Fort 
Henry and on March 10th, with tbe 
Grand Army that hod boarded eighty 
steamers, we went on board the steamer 
Alexander Scott and proceeded up the 
Tennessee river to Pittsburg Landing. 
On account of the speed made by our 
steamer, which passed everything on 
the river, we arrived at the Landing in 
advance of all*-others and was the first 
regiment to set foot on this historic 
battle-field. Sergeant A. D. McHenry 
ot Clinton, 111, claims that he was the 
first man ashore. We loaded our guns 
on the steamer and deployed up the 
banks and out into the timber. We 
were now a part of the famous fighting 
4th Division, commanded by General 
Stephen A. Hurlbut of Illinois, and with 
that Division took part in the battle of 
Sbiloh on April 6th and 7th, and formed 
the left center of that line, which with- 
stood the onslaught of the rebel army 
tor seven hours, being stationed at what 
was known as the Peach Orchard, just 
to the left of the "Hornet's Nest," where 
charge after charge of the rebels was 
repulsed. We held the key to the Land- 
ing, so says Gen. Preston Johnston of 
the Confederate army, and it was on this 
line that brigade after brigade of the 
Confederate army was hurled against us 
and were as often repulsed with fearful 
loss until they refused to again come to 
the assault at the command of their 
officers. 


On Monday we assisted the right wing 


as a reserve support until the lastenemy 
had left the field. At Shiloh our lose 
was severe, there being some 200 killed 
and wounded. 
It was while we were camped at Mem 


phis that the quatlon arose as to which 
was the best drilled regiment in the 4th 
division. Gen. Hurlbut claimed the 14th 
Ills, was the euperior, while Gen. Lsu- 
man ssTd tbe 41st Ills, was the best. 
Each regiment was ordered to division 
headquarters for dress parade, which 
was gone through with in good shape.

There was facing us, behind good 
breastworks, the LouUUna brigade, the 
Florida brigade, AortinVeharp shooters 
of New-Orients* Ctobtfs Kentucky bat- 
tery, Mebsoss' Tennessee battery and 
Slocum'e famous Washington artillery 
of New Orleans, (the finest artillery in 
thesoutheraariny). in all 16,000 infan 
try and 38 pieces of artillery commanded 
by the confederate Gen. Breckenndge 
in person. On we went with a shout, 
having to charge over all hinds of ob 
structions for over ooe-half mil«, reoeiv 
ing the fire of those batteries doable 
cnarged with grape and canister, mow- 
ing us down nntil out of the MO men 
who went into that charge, 646 were 
killed, wounded or prisoners. 


Our colors was a special target for the 


rebel cannonnsers and six color bearers 
were shot down, four were killed and 
two wounded, two of them still survive 
that terrible carnage of death, Lewis B. 
March and Samuel B.Hail. Besides 
these who carried the blue banner SL 
M. Strever carried the stars and stripes 
and with his Bag shot into and nddled 
with bnllete he brought it off the field 
We had been almost wiped out of ex 
istence as a regiment 
Our gallant 


major, Frank MrnL^,-hadtee¥mor- 
Ullr wounded and left on the field, and 
died at the rebel hospital next day. Be- 
sides many other brave officers and men 
had been sacrificed on the Held of car- 
nage.

•'Superstition form* the greater part 


of the Indian's character," said John 
Elwood to a Chicago Inter Ocean re- 
porter. There are few people who are 
in closer touch with the' Indiana, and 
especially with the Apaches, than Jack 
Elwood, as he is familiarly known 
through the Rockies. , Jack is a char- 
acter. Early in tbe sixties Jack went 
west to California. His fortune did not 
come at once, and finally Jack drifted 
back toward the land of the rising 
sun. He finally landed in Arizona, and 
for years has been one of the best- 
known prospectors In that territory. 
He lives at Phoenix; and is fretting al- 
most too old, one wonld think, to keep 
up his efforts to uncover a fortuhe, but 
it wonld not be safe to tell Wack El- 
wood that. In the Utter part of the 
eighties Jack had an experience while 
crossing the plains that led to his close 
relations with the Apaches, and since 
then he has been one of the few who 
have the friendship and confidence of 
this band of warriors. 


"How did I get my great stand-in 


with the Apaches? Well, 111 tell you, I 
hardly know," continued Elwood. "I 
sort of grew into their confidence, and 
have shared it more or less since about 
1886. 'Long in January of that year I 
had an occasion to get pretty intimate- 
ly acquainted with the Apaches. 


"In Phoenix, in a back street, stands a 


little adobe house. It is off by itself 
and its occupants have no communica- 
tion with any of their neighbors. It is 
the home of an Indian by the name 
of Melo, who, with his wife and two 
children, live a quiet and solitary life. 
From its doorway to the east can be 
seen in the distance Four Peaks, with 
their summits covered with snow. Be- 
tween Phoenix and these mountains 
is a broad desert. 


"Early in January, 1886,1 was cross* 


ing that desert with a team. It is 
quite a trip, and the valley is quite 
warm even in January. It is necessary 
to carry water across this plain, and I 
had a goodly supply in a barrel on the 
wagon

(food shape until nearly noon, when an 
accident resulted in the loss of every 
drop of water we had. It was impossi- 
ble to proceed far without water, yet to 
remain there would bo equally serious. 
We did our best. 'Long in the evening 
I waa picked up by a band of Apaches 
in an almost exhausted condition. They 
gave me water, and one young1 couple, 
who seemed to be superior to the others 
In Intelligence, fed nae. t, however, did 
not have my full senses. The terrible 
strain on. a dry alkali plain without 
water in a burning- sun was enough to 
turn any one s brain, I want to tell yon. 


"Indians are superstitious, illogical 


and childish to a dvgree of which no 
civilized man has any conception. This 
was to my advantage. They thought 
me insane, and, as they regard one out 
of his natural mind as something super- 
natural and to be revered, they treated 
me with the greatest kindness. I did 
not trust the Indians, and henoe when 
I began to recover my mental balance 
I tried to Rive no outward evidence) of 
this fact, and wandered among them in 
a solitary and speechless wanner. I 
was shamming to get away all the time. 


"A few days after tny arrival at camp 


twin boys were born to the young wife 
of the Indian who had fed me and 
cared for me. This U not any more un- 
common among the Tndiams than else- 
where, and, although ths red man is 
passionately fond of children, yet the 
appearance ot twins and a crazy man 
(as they thought me) forbode them 
evil, and the medicine man said that 
Mrs. Melo was a witch, and that she 
and her infants must be sacrificed. 
Melo pleaded f or h 1s wife, without avail. 
She did not attempt to escape. 
I was 


not. yet able to understand the Indian 
language, and it was some time before 
I was aware of what troubled my 
young friends. Already the dance had 
commenced, and only a few hours re- 
mained before the mother and her chil- 
dren would be burned. 
I made my es- 


cape, and succeeded in reaching the 
agency. 
Here, without much trouble, 


I secured a detachment of cavalry, anc 
led them back to the Indian camp. I 
had no hope of being in time; bnt, for- 
tunately, the chief had eaten some- 
thing that did not agree with him, anc 
the sacrifice was postponed a few hours. 
When we rode up the noise of the beat- 
ing of tom-toms and the singing oi 
dancers drowned out the sound of crai 
approach.

Fitzsimmons must find another plaee 
than Texas in which to pull oft their 
proposed fight for the championship 
of ths> world. The legislature yester- 
day, by a vote that was practically 
unanimous in the senate and only a 
little less in the house, passed the bill 
prohibiting price-fighting, and thus ac- 
complished the purpose for which the 
governor assembled them in special 
session. 


The vote by which the bill was car- 


ried furnishes .the strongest proof of 
the sentiment of the state with ref- 
erence to prise-fighting. 


The only rallying point«' tn» "»" 


aority was opposition to the emergency 
clause which carried the bill Into im- 
mediate effect. Certain of the mem- 
bers honestly regarded this as an in- 
justice to those citizens of Dallas who 
had spent large sums in anticipation 
of the -fight, and opposed it for that 
reason alone. 


Their arguments were not effective, 


however, and the vote in the house on 
the final passage of the bill, shewed 
bats votes in opposition to 107 in 
favor. In the senate the bill was car- 
ried with only 1 negative vote in the 
27 that were cast 


The senate made quick work of the 


measure. It had taken a recess until 
S o'clock p. m. in order that the Dallas 
people might be given a full hearing 
by the judiciary committee. Within 
fifty-five minutes after reassembling 
the bill had passed.

Stoves of all kinds make money for 


the government. The parlor stove, the 
aitting-room stove, the stove in the bed- 
room and the big base banter in the 
large hall of the biggest mansion in 
town; all of them make money for 


penny saved is a penny earned." These 
stoves "save" money for the govern- 
ment by destroying the notes upon 
which are printed the "promise to pay,". 
which makes greenbacks and national 
bank notes worth their face value. 


Throughout the length and breadth 


of the land there is no method of sav- 
ing money more popular than the cus- 
tom of hiding it away in an unused 
sitting-room stove during the summer- 
time. When the fire is lighted in the 
autumn the cash goes up in the smoke, 
and then the owner makes application 
to have the ashes redeemed. The chief 
of the redemption division says that 
not less than one hundred such cases 
are submitted to him every fall. Some- 
times the remains are not too far con- 
sumed for identification, but as a rule 
this method of destroying money is 
found to be singularly effective. There 
was received recently at the treasury 
tiao in the shape of a small quantity of 
ashes packed into a thimble, from 
Texas. The woman who owned the 
f 120 had drawn the sum from bank and 
deposited it in a stove for safe keep- 
ing, with the usual result. 
Unfortu- 
nately, the ashes are indistinguishable 
from any other ashes, and so she will 
lose the entire amount; and it is prob- 
ably all she had in the world. 


The dear old parlor stove, which 


keeps the rising bread warm during 
the winter nights, after Julia's "com- 
pany" has said good-night for the hun- 
dredth time, and after Julia has gone 
to bed with mamma s scolding ringing 
in her ears for sitting up so late—the 
red-hot old parlor stove is a considera- 
ble source of income to the United 
States treasury, though the contributors 
to the fund accumulated by its means 
are invariably most unwilling ones.

The only one who 
knows the fact is never present when 
the first fire is started in October, "just 
to take chill the off of the room" when 
company is expected. And the paper 
money is all consumed 


Uncle Sam promises to pay in coin 


the amount printed on his paper money, 
and he is able and willing to do so. He 
issues the money for the payment of 
debts. It is accepted by government 
officials. They spend it and it goes 
.into circulation. When it reaches the 
stove, the government is under obliga- 
tions to redeem it in coin. When ft to 
burned, Uncle Sam is relieved of all 
obligations and is therefore just so 
much ahead. 
When cars are burned in railroad ac- 


cidents large sums of paper money are 
consumed. There was an accident one 
day in Kentucky when two trains met in 
a tunnel, one of them loaded with pas- 
sengers and the other a freight, carry- 
ing coal and iron. For thirty hours the 
wreck burned and such was the heat 
generated that the iron was melted 
and flowed like water. In the express 
car of the passenger train was a safe 
with $1,000 cash in it, besides a lot of 
jewelry. It was all paper money and 
was reduced to ashes. Whenever a 
railroad disaster occurs fire usually en- 
sues, and the express car is consumed. 
"Sow an express car almost invariably 
carries a safe with more or less money 
in it, among other valuables The safe, 
unless it is one for transporting gov- 
ernment money, is apt to be of the por- 


est; but the work of the experts is al- 
ways conscientious and earnest in the 
efforts to save the people from losses by 
misfortune. 
During the civil war the government 


issued 1447,000,000 in small notes. They 
were for 8, S, 10,15,26 and 60 cents each, 
and were commonly called "shinpUvs- 
ters" in those days. The records of the 
treasury department show that more 
than (11,000,000 of this currency was 
never sent to the treasury for redemp- 
tion, and Uncle Sam was just that much 
ahead in the transaction. It is pre- 
sumed that nearly all of it was destroyed 
in various ways during the war. 
It is estimated that the government 


gains a little over 1 per cent, on all of 
its issues of paper currency by contrac- 
tion in various ways. The stoves of 
the country play an important part, 
but there is a great deal of money in 
paper hoarded every year by persons 
who die without revealing its where- 
abouts and much of it is never found. 
Sums in this shape are often dug up on 
the persons of corpses exhumed for 
other purposes. Not long ago the body 
of a murdered man was discovered in 
the woods near an Ohio town badly de- 
composed and with a pocketbook filled 
with frreenbacks. The latter were s&nt 
to the treasury here for redemption, 
which did not prove in this instance a 
pleasant task for the experts in the re- 
demption division. Nearly all of them 
are ladies. 
The greatest gain to the government 


was made from the fractional currency 
of war times, mentioned above. Tha 
first issue of these small notes was 
made in 1808, and of the 6-cent notes 
then put forth nearly one-half—more 
than 45 per cent., accurately speaking- 
has never been asked payment for. 
The same thing is true of 80 per cent, 
of the 10-cent notes, 20 per cent, of the 
25-cent. notes and 11 per cent, of the 
50-cent notes. It is shown by the fig- 
ured treasury total that of the $30,000,- 
000 worth of these little notes first 
issued more than $4,000,000 still remains 
outstanding, and it will probably never 
be presented for redemption. 


While the government gains by rea- 


son of the losses sustained by individ- 
uals in the destruction of paper money, 
the treasury is slightly depleted by the 
wearing away of gold coin. Every

Ex- 
perts are employed whose business is to 
redeem as much burned money as can 
possibly be identified. It is wonderful 
how these skilled workers can identify 
a bill by a little piece of charred paper. 
They can take a few little nieces of 
burned and crumbling ashes, so hope- 
lessly destroyed that to the ordinary 
inexperienced eye they would be worth 
no more than a burned cigar, and from 
them rehabilitate a bill which may be 
redeemable for thousands of dollars in 
bright new bills at the paying teller's 
desk. 
All that is required Is sufficient evi- 


dence that the originals of the notes 
have been really destroyed. Morsels 
no bigger than your finger nail are 
every day redeemed for the face value 
of the bills they represent. As to this 
it is largely a matter-of chance. If the

gold piece is of course alloyed, for, as is 
well known, gold is such a soft metal 
that it could not be used for money 
without amalgamation with baser met- 
als. The gold in the vaults of the 
treasury department lies untouched for 
months, and some of it for years, en- 
cased in small canvas ba^s. _ With 
every change of a national administra- 
tion a new treasurer is appointed, and 
then every dollar is counted, so that 
the outgoing treasurer can receive re- 
ceipts from his successor showing that 
his accounts are correct. It is a singu- 
lar and commendable fact that treas- 
urers of the United States have been 
exceptionally honest and capable. On 
one occasion, in 1885, when the treasury 
cash was counted, three pennies were 
missing in a sum total of hundreds of 
millions of dollars These pennies were 
afterwards found on the floor of one of 
the vaults. They had fallen out of an 
old and worn-out canvas bag. Although 
the coin is seldom handled, the govern- 
ment loses something every time by the 
friction of the gold, but the loss is 
almost infinitesimal, as compared with 
the gains which are made on Hie issues 
of paper money.
